Pursuant to the request of the Police 
and Fire Board to investigate the cost and 
implications concerning the utilization of 


off-duty police personnel to police certain 
social and athletic events, research has 
been conducted and the findings are con- 
tained herein. 


The City Finance Department prepared 
a cost per hour billing guide. Their total 
estimated cost per hour is $4.67 for patrol- 
men with less than 11 years seniority and 
$4.75 per hour for those with more than 
11 years seniority. Charges will be pro- 
portionately higher for officers of higher 
rank. The above costs include all the bene- 
fits that officers now enjoy including re- 
tirement, duty disability, hospital and 
medical insurance, ete. 


The billing guide reflects the greatest 
fringe cost as being “retirement.” If an 
officer would become permanently dis- 
abled due to some incident, while employed 
at one of these events, he would be eligible 
for a duty disability pension. This pension 
is paid from the retirement funds, and 
therefore contributions from both the em- 
ployer and the employee should be made to 
this fund. Also, the officer will be en- 
titled to draw a retirement pension on in- 
come he has received from this extra em- 
ployment, 
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If an officer should become a defendant 
in some court action arising out of an in- 
cident at one of these events, it is assumed 
that also the City of Lansing would be a 
co-defendent. A question that must be re- 
solved by the City Council is whether or 
not the City Attorney or his representative 
would represent the officer in this litiga- 
tion? Also, if in the case of an unfavorable 
judgement, would the City of Lansing as- 
sume the officer’s liability? 


All receipts from this off-duty employ- 
ment will be paid to the city general fund 
and the City Council should be requested 
to provide a revolving fund to cover the 
initial payments to the officers until the 
funds arrive from this off-duty employ- 
ment. 


The police personnel will be under the 
supervision of the Chief of Police. It shall 
be the duty of the police officers to main- 
tain order and they will have complete 
authority to take proper police action to 
maintain it.

Political Activity 
Prohibited Activities: 


No employee of the Police or Fire De- 
partment shall be or become a member of 
any political party committee formed or 
authorized under the general election laws 
of the State, nor shall he be or become a 
delegate to any state, district or county 
convention held by any political party in 
this state, nor shall he be or become a 
member of any national political party 
committee or participate as a delegate from 
the State of Michigan in any national 
political party convention. 


Political Assessments: 


The levying, solicitation, collection or 
payment of any type of political assessment 
in the Police or Fire Department is ex- 
pressly prohibited. This provision shall 
apply to those who levy, solicit, collect or 
pay any type of political assessment and 
also to those who authorize or order such 
levying, solicitation, collection or payment 
of any type of political assessment. No 
member of the Police or Fire Department 
may be solicited for his assistance with 
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the nominating or election campaigns of 
any candidate for any municipal, county or 
state office. This prohibition shall include 
but not be restricted to the signing or dis- 
tribution of petitions for such _ elective 
office; the distribuion or display of cam- 
paign literature; and any and all concerted 
or organized efforts to influence the cast- 
ing of votes, 


Candidates for Public Office: 


No member of the Police or Fire Depart- 
ment shall become a candidate for nomina- 
tion to any elective office without first ob- 
taining a leave of absence. The leave of 
absence shall remain in effect until such 
candidacy becomes official by the filing of 
petitions or by the action of a caucus or 
convention. When a member of the Police 
or Fire Department becomes an official 
candidate for elective office in any man- 
ner, or accepts appointment to an elective 
office, he shall at once resign from his 
position with the Police or Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Violations: 


Any member of the Police or Fire De- 
partment who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this regulation shall be dismissed 
from the service of the Police or Fire De- 
partment. 


Nothing contained in this regulation shall 
be deemed to restrict a member’s right to 
cast his election ballots in any election as 
he himself sees fit.

Mr. Haley has presented a claim against 
the city in the sum of $4,148.99. This claim 
was presented through his attorney, Victor 
C. Anderson. We find, as a matter of law, 
that the city is not legally obligated to 
pay this claim. 


Mr. Haley was not satisfied with progress 
being made by Mr. Anderson. He, there- 
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fore, dismissed his attorney and commenced 
a claim through workmens compensation. 
This claim was, on the 25th day of April 
1966, dismissed by the referee for failure 
to proceed as provided by the rules of the 
Workmens Compensation Board. This dis- 
missal is not like an ordinary criminal 
dismissal in that Mr. Haley can perfect 
his claim if he so desires. Whether or not 
he is entitled to workmens compensation 
I would not at this time venture to make 
an opinion. 


I think it would be proper for the Police 
and Fire Board to reconsider this, not from 
a legal view point, but from a policy view 
point.

This 
has been proven more satisfactory, accord- 
ing to medical authorities, from the stand- 
point of physical reactions on the men. 


Chairman Donald Johnson stated he 
wished to assure Police Chief Stragier, that 
the Board is 100% behind him in any ac- 
tion that is necessary to be taken, in the 
present riot situation. Also that the Board 
wishes to commend the Fire Department 
on their coverage of the Lansing Furniture 
fire.
